Is Santa 
Through the 
Chimney the 
Ultimate 
Download? 


Unlike a nightmare 
holiday present that 
has more assembly 
instructions than a 
custom sportscar, downloading and 
uploading files from the AppleLink 
software libraries is an easy and 
straight-forward process. 

You'll find two types of files in the 
software libraries: regular files, and files 
that have the .ACU extension. 

To download standard files, first go 
to the Apple Forums software libraries, 
or the Software Center. Choose the 
Macintosh or Apple II area. You'll 
then get a list of library categories. A 
scrollable list of files to select, ordered 
by the date uploaded, will appear. 
Select the title of the file you want to 
download, and begin the downloading 
process. The file is then placed on 
your disk. 

If the file you select to download 
includes multiple files, they will all be 
placed on your disk, uncompressed 
and ready-to-run. When a file is 
transmitted over AppleLink, it is auto- 
matically compressed — that is, made 
smaller to reduce transmission time. 

Files with the .ACU extension can be 
downloaded in the same way. The 
difference, however, is that a single file 






































is placed on your disk once the 
downloading process is completed. 

This .ACU file must be processed 
with the AppleLink Conversion Utility 
(ACU) located in the Work Offline area 
in the main AppleLink menu. With this 
utility you can select the file you wish 
to unbundle and uncompress via the 
“Un-Pack” option on the menu. Once 
you’ve completed this step, your files 
are placed on your disk and are ready 
to use. ACU files require an extra step, 
but save you money: it takes less time 
to download because of the enhanced 
compression routine utilized by ACU. 

To upload ACU files into the 
software libraries, use the Pack option 
in the ACU menu. You'll designate the 
files to be compressed and bundled 
together. After this process is com- 
plete, you'll have a single file with the 
.ACU extension to upload. We recom- 
mend that you use ACU for files that 
are 40k or larger. ACU also compresses 
music and sound files efficiently. 

To upload standard files, go into 
the software libraries, select the 
category you want to upload your file 
to, and then select the upload option. 
You can upload a single file or multiple 





files; however, in most cases you'll 
want these multiple files to be related 
since they'll be albumed together under 
one “name.” Keep two completely 
different applications separate and 
avoid uploading them at the same time, 
which links them together. After 
selecting the files, choose the Send 
option, and the file is automatically 
uploaded. 

Download an Apple II or Macintosh 
“Download Starter Pack” from the main 
menu of the Software Center in the 
Apple Community. Each pack contains 
five of the most popular public domain 
or shareware programs, as well as a 
complete set of instructions to help you 
get started using the AppleLink 
software libraries. 

If you’re having problems finding a 
file you need, leave a message for one 
of our Forum Leaders on their “Let’s 
Discuss” message boards located in the 
Apple Forums. Or you can post your 
question on the Talk to AppleLink 
board in the Customer Service area in 
General Services. An AppleLink 
Customer Service representative will 
answer your question within 24 hours.

Join us, 9 p.m., Thursday, December 
22, in the Apple Auditorium, when 
Reynolds and several group advisors 
discuss “Apple Computer Clubs: Making 
a Difference.” 

Apple Computer Clubs is a division 
of Apple that brings computing tech- 
nology to young people. There are 
more than 6,500 Apple Computer Clubs 
on the roster, located in schools, public 
libraries, and even Boy and Girl Scout 
Troops. 

Students not only learn how to use 
Apple computers, but also how to put 
computers to work for the community. 

“In one community,” Reynolds says, 
“students developed a database of 
housing opportunities, and one of 
homeless people. By matching the 
two, they were 
able to begin a 
campaign to 
open that 
housing to the 
homeless.” 

In another 
project, students 
developed a 
model of the 
Chesapeake Bay 
and plotted the 
ecological effects 
to the Assateague 
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Island of proposed 
dredging in the bay. 
Students mounted a 
letter-writing cam- 
paign that spurred the 
Governor of Mary- 
onal William Donald Schaefer, to sign 
into law two pieces of legislation 
protecting the island and the bay. 

“Several groups of students devel- 
oped ‘Just Say No To Drugs’ campaigns | 
by designing riddle books and posters 
for younger children and students in 
other schools,” Reynolds says. “They 
also did a similar campaign against 
smoking.” 

The projects were entered in Apple 
Computer Club’s National Merit 
Competition in the late summer of 
1988, with Apple providing a trip to 
Washington D.C. for the final judging. 
Students, advisors or clubs were 
awarded Macintosh and Apple II com- 
puters for outstanding projects.
